-He spoke to his client on 
Monday after Agca had an- 
nounced his refusa] to recognize 
the jurisdiction of the court. Dr 
G3 Oyidio told him that he would 
continue with the defence even 
though Agca had said that he 
no longer wanted counsel. Agca 
replied: “By. all means .stay, 
but don't say that my psychic 
condition is compromised ”.
